FOOTBALL  MEN  ENJOY

giving the  football  team,  manager, 
coaches,  and  substitutes  were  invited 
over  to  the  Mansion  House  by  Doctor 
Ingham  to  partake  of  a  turkey  supper 
donated  by  Mr.  Walter  P.  Temple,  Los 
Angeles,  father  of  the  Temple  broth- 
ers. The  repast  was  served  buffet 
style  and1  was  greatly  appreciated 
both  from  the  social  side  as  well  as 
for  the  victuals.  The  guests  were  ably 
entertained  by  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Ing- 
ham after  the  meal  and  enjoyed  them- 
selves until  bed  time  discussing  foot- 
ball topics,  past,  present,  and  future.

The  "iron  men"  for  the 
year  were  Captain  Bottger,  Dick  Cros- 
by, Brown,  and  English;  while  Hart, 
Smith,  Watson,  and  McClellan  missed 
only  very  short  periods  in  only  one 
game.  The  Temple  brothers  and 
Herb  Crosby  all  sustained  injuries 
which  they  had  to  favor,  but  when 
they  played  they  made  up  for  it  by 
their  fine  work.

The  track  is  up,  and  Dum- 
mer was  represented  at  the  meeting 
of  the  committee  in  charge  of  the 
Harvard  Interscholastic  Meet  last 
week,  when  they  discussed  the  ad- 
visability of  holding  the  meet  on  the 
Harvard  track  instead  of  the  Boston 
"Y"  this  winter.  In  the  revival  of  the 
sport  this  winter  Dummer  hopes  to 
enter  a  team  in  this  meet  as  well  as 
carry  out  a  good  schedule. 


Dummer  was  honored  last  week  by 
the  presence  of  President  Kelliher  oi 
the  Eastern  Board  of  Referees  who 
came  to  the  Lang  Gym  to  give  a  dem- 
onstration of  the  new  basketball  rules. 
Schcolboy  coaches  and  captains  from 
nearby  towns  attended  as  well  as  the 
student  body  and  the  talk  proved  most  j 
instructive  and  interesting. 

Mr.  Kelliher  started  by  giving  a  i 
ehort  talk  on  the  game  generally,  ana  ; 
then  explained  the  new  rules  and  in- 
terpretations. He  discussed  all  the 
doubtful  rules  as  well,  and  was  aided 
by  two  players  who  gave  concrete  ex- 
amples of  what  was  and  was  not  legal. 
Following  this  he  answered  any  ques- 
tions and  explained  the  difficult 
points.  Then  he  referred  a  scrub 
game,  calling  everything  very  strictly, 
to  show  the  players  what  to  expect 
from  board  referees  this  year.  This 
will  give  the  team  an  advantage  In 
knowing  beforehand  just  what  the  of- 
ficials are  to  call  and  what  to  expect 
from  them.  Earlier  in  the  week  Mr. 
Kelliher  handled  the  demonstration  at 
the  Harvard  gym  for  all  the  coaches  j 
and  officials  of  the  district.  He  is 
well-known  as  an  intercollegiate  offi- 
cial and  understands  the  game  thor- 
oughly. 


DICK  CROSBY  SELECTED 

ON  ALL-SCHOOLASTIC  TEAM 


The  choice  of  the  all-scholastic 
teams  around  greater  Boston  this 
year  brings  to  our  attention  that  our 
own  full-back,  Dick  Crosby,  was  con- 
sidered the  best  defensive  back  in  the 
state  while  playing  for  Norwood  High 
last  year,  and  on  his  defensive  merits 
alone  was  picked  for  the  second  team. 
He  can  send  his  130  pounds  through 
the  line  for  good  gains  when  called 
on,  but  he  needs  more  weight  for  of- 
fensive work.  His  defensive  work 
here  this  year  in  backing  up  the  line 
was  magnificent.

PRIZE  OFFERED  FOR  BEST 

TIME  IN  220-YARD  RUN 

Doctor  Ingham  has  offered  a  prize 
"of  extreme  value,"  without  saying 
which  extreme,  to  the  man  covering 
the  220-yard  distance  on  the  board 
track  in  the  shortest  time.  Wally 
Temple,  former  holder  of  a  schoolboy 
record  for  that  distance  in  California 
seems  to  be  the  leading  candidate  and 
Norman  Smith,  former  220  man  at 
Lawrence  High,  is  also  eligible. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  football  letter 
men  late  in  November,  William  C. 
Bottger  of  Winchester,  Massachusetts, 
was  reelected  to  captain  the  football 
team  in  1928.  The  choice  was  unani- 
mous as  Bill  has  fulfilled  his  duties 
as  leader  and  player  in  perfect  shape 
this  year.  He  is  seventeen  years  old, 
stands  a  shade  over  six  feet,  and 
scales  in  at  about  175  pounds.  He 
will  be  a  senior  next  year.  Bill  start- 
ed his  career  on  the  gridiron  in  1925 
unden  Tony  Comerford  and  played  a 
great  game  at  end  under  this  former 
Ail-American  end.  The  next  year 
Bill  played  under  Gil  Smith  and  im- 
proved greatly  opening  up  vast  holes 
on  the  offense  and  making  his  ground 
impregnable  on  the  defense.  This  fall, 
having  attained  an  admirable  phy- 
sique, he  was  moved  in  to  a  tackle 
berth  which  position  seems  exactly  to 
suit  his  build  and  style  of  play.  Bill 
was  the  whole  side  of  the  line  and 
was  in  on  nearly  every  play.  His 
work  was  outstanding  in  every  game. 
In  three  years  Bill  ha?  naxrar  been 
taken  out  of  a  game  either  for  injur- 
ies or  substitution.  This  is  an  envi- 
able record  that  has  never  been 
equalled  here  for  many  years  if  not 
since  football  was  begun.  If  he  re- 
tains th's  capacity  for  playing  hard 
and  avoiding  injuries  next  year,  his 
iron  man  record  should  be  supreme  as 
well  as  his  playing.  We  would  back 
Bill  r  gainst  any  tackle  in  the  state 
next  year  with  the  poundage  he  is 
certain  to  add. 

Prospects  for  a  great  team  are  in 
view  for  next  year.  Of  the  thirteen 
utter  men  only  four,  Hart,  quarter- 
back, R.  C.  Crosby,  fullback,  English, 
guard,  and  Palmer,  spare  end,  will 
complete  their  courses  next  spring. 
Coach  Smith  can  build  on  Watson  and 
Herby  Crosby,  ends;  Captain  Bottger 
and  Bert  Temple,  tackles;  McClellan, 
guard,  and  Brown,  center.  As  backs 
he  has  the  three  halfbacks,  Wally 
Temple,  Smith,  and  Page.  The 
scrubs  although  small  are  promising 
and  may  have  something  to  offer  in 
Robinson,  a  very  brilliant  back  espec- 
ially on  the  defense,  and  Hessian,  a 
215  pound  guard.  With  all  these  and 
the  new  material  which  should  come  in 
Bill  should  lead  a  great  team.  We 
hope  so.

TOUCHDOWN,  NOT  SAFETY, 

ACCORDING  TO  McCABE 


The  following  extract  from  the 
Boston  Herald  by  Tom  McCabe,  well- 
known  official  and  sports  writer,  may 
be  interesting  to  followers  of  the  foot- 
ball team.  It  is  the  answer  to  a  query 
submitted  to  Mr.  McCabe's  daily  col- 
umn of  answers  to  puzzling  questions 
in  the  fall  sport,  and  was  evidently 
sent  in  by  a  Haverhill  fan  who  attend- 
ed the  Dummer-Sanborn  game  in  the 
Haverhill  Stadium.  Team  A  refers  to 
Sanborn  and  team  B  to  Dummer.  If 
this  intercollegiate  referee  had  been 
officiating,  Dummer  would  have 
scored  a  touchdown  on  the  play  in- 
stead  of  a   safety. 

Clearing  Up  the  Football  Rules 

By  Tom  McCabe 

L.  Bloomfield,  Haverhill — Player  of 
Team  A,  standing  behind  his  own  goal 
line,  punts  ball,  which  is  blocked  by 
player  of  Team  B.  The  ball  then 
bounds  into  the  air  and  as  the  ball  is 
falling  it  is  batted  by  player  of  Team 
A,  who  has  just  punted  the  ball.  The 
batting  prevented  players  of  Team  B 
from  getting  possession  of  the  ball.  Is 
it  a  touchdown  or  a  safety? 

Answer — As  you  describe  the  play, 
I  would  rule  a  touchdown.  Had  play- 
ers of  Team  B  not  been  in  position 
to  get  the  ball,  I  would  declare  a  safe- 
ty. The  last  sentence  in  third  para- 
graph of  section  14,  rule  VI,  does  not 
apply  here  as  the  ball  is  not  in  the 
air  from  the  kick,  but  rather  has  come 
down  and  is  then  batted.  Common 
sense  applies  here  and  as  Team  B 
might  be  deprived  of  a  touchdown  by 
the  foul,  the  score  is  awarded  it.
